The Office Action mailed March 23, 2006 in the above-identified application 
required restriction between the inventions of groups I and II, and required an 
election of an ultimate species for each of the materials of the (1 ) "biomass 
substance", and (2) the "reactive substance", and if group II is elected, also for (3), 
the "at least one substance" as set forth on pages 2 and 3 of the Office Action. 
Responsive to the Office Action, applicants hereby provisionally elect for further 
prosecution on the merits in this application the invention of group I drawn to a 
biomass resin composition. Claims 1-13 are drawn to the elected invention. 
Applicants further elect a species of "lignocellulose substance" for the "biomass 
substance" material and elect a species of "phenols and phenol derivatives" for the 
"reactive substance" material, in response to the requirement for such further 
elections. Claims 1-13 read on the elected species. 

An early action on the merits is requested.
